Claims 10-18 are allowable over the prior art of record since the cited references 
taken individually or in combination fails to particularly disclose an apparatus which 
includes optical recording medium in which "longest recording mark is made at a speed 
which is Vi the lowest recording speed guaranteed for that particular recording medium 
and it is lower than the lowest standard value of the optical medium". It is noted that the 
closest prior art, Ueki (US patent 6,310,848) shows a similar apparatus, which reduces 
the recording speed Vz to %, the normal speed. However Ueki fails to disclose that this 
speed reduction is done to record the longest mark. Ueki's speed reduction is done to 
save power.
